Caused His Disappearance.

Bothnia.' Captain Says He Was

The death or disappearance of )
Hernhard Orunhut from the steamship
Bothnia, hound to Boston, seems In be
an addition lo the many Instances re-

corded of human disappearance, and may
result In the lo's of two olhei lives.

At present there ate three theories
advanced to account for the Hoi tot's
illsappea ranee, none of tvlilch has nn
better basis for belief than the other,
Thesa theories are suicide, accidental
death by falling overboard, or voluntary
disappearance.

Dr. tlrunhut ss fortv-elE- years
old, a graduate of the College ot, Ihe
City of New York and of the College
of niyalelsns and flurgenns. Four years
ago he abandoned medical practice and
became a member of the real-cstat- e firm
of Baunnet, tirunhul ft Co. In that
ventute he Is said to have been very
successful, and was reported to be worth
lloO.Ouo when Ihe firm closed up Its
affairs prior to Dr. Qrunhut's departure
for Kurope and by common consent left
them In the hands of Lawyer A. Htern,
of 112 Howerv,

In addition lo the possession of a fair
fortune, in- - tlrunhut lx months ago
took to himself a young and hand-
some wife In the person of Allss Ketch-am- ,

a sister of William O. Kelcham,
an emplo.vee of Ihe II H. Claflln Com-
pany. Hlnce the wedding, lr. tlrunhut
has been living with his wife and her
brother In Monroe street. Hronklvn. It
Is tine that Dr Qrunhut had pre-
via, unfortunate matrimonial experl-n- i

which culminated In the divorce
rouits Ills first wife was a Allss Hachel
iioldsmlth. who s"cuted a divorce from
him, and In lieu of alimony accepted'. tlump sum of money.

It. Is on this circumstance that the
believers In tha theory of a voluntaiy
disappearance found their atgument,
udder the Impression that the first wife
may have renewed her Influence over
him.

The neatest living telatlve of l)r.
Orunhut Is his brother. Louis Qrunhut, a
Iswyer at 217 Broadway. To an "liven-
ing World" reporter he said this morn-
ing:

"I do nol know what to make of my
brother's disappearance. The theory of
suicide I absolutely scout. He was a
man who had everything to live for.
Health, a large fortune and a more than
usually happy home. His entire life
was bated upon sanitary principles, and
there could nnve been no suleldnl ten-
dency. He was an extremely cautious
man nnd he could not well have fallen
overboard."

"Ho von think that he was murdered?"
asked the repot tr:r.

"I would not suggest such a thing, it
Is a Mibb 't on which I know nothing.
I'r Hrenn.in. who accompanied him
fiom the dale of his sailing from BoMon,
June AU, sas that mv brother was sub'
tent to fits of depression slid mclsn
choli.
